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right  time  would  impede  the  industrial 
changeover  and  cause  difficulties.  It 
would  prove  undesirable  to  have  two 
systems  of  measurement  in  general  use 
at  the  same  time  for  any  longer  than 
was  necessary.  However,  firm  evidence 
in  support  of  the  opinion  was  needed 
before  the  Committee  could  make  any 
recommendations  concerning  timing  for 
the  retail  change.  The  period  1972-75 
had  been  suggested.  The  Committee  has 
therefore    requested    "hard  evidence" 


Prescription  Levy  Returns 

2s.  6d.  PER  ITEM  IN  APRIL 

A  PRESCRIPTION  charge  of  2s.  6d.  per  item  and  increased  dental 
charges  were  announced  by  the  Prime  Minister  on  January  16.  The  new 
charges,  effective  in  April,  would  reduce  the  Health  Service  bill,  he 
said,  by  £50  million,  but  that  saving  would  later  be  reduced  to  £25 
million  by  exemptions  (to  be  negotiated  with  doctors),  for  the  "over 
sixty-fiveV,  children  up  to  fifteen  years,  the  chronic  sick  and  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers. 

Initially  the  system  of  exemptions 
would  operate  as  previously  by  claims 
for  refunds  through  the  Ministry  of 
Social  Security.  Later  it  was  hoped  to 
avoid  the  need  for  patients  who  were 
excused  the  charges  to  have  to  find  the 
money  at  all.  Other  changes  included 
an  increase  of  sixpence  in  employers' 
National  Insurance  contributions,  whilst 
each  employee  would  have  to  find  an 
extra  Is.  per  week,  sixpence  of  which 
was  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  exemptions 
from  the  N.H.S.  charges. 

Commenting  on  the  restoration  of  the 
prescription  charges  a  spokesman  for 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  said  that  the 
Society  was  opposed  in  principle  to  the 
present  charges  but  must  now  accept 
their  restoration  as  a  measure  neces- 
sary to  secure  national  solvency.  Phar- 
macists would  of  course  co-operate  in 
implementing  the  charges  scheme.  The 
system  of  exemptions  announced  by 
the  Prime  Minister  reflects  the  advice 
given  by  the  Society  to  the  Minister 
of  Health,  and  to  that  extent  the  an- 
nouncement was  reassuring.  Whether 
all  patients  would  have  access  to  medi- 
cines at  the  time  of  need,  however, 
would  be  decided  by  the  way  in  which 
the  system  of  exemptions  was  operated. 
The  Society  would  seek  to  assist  the 
Minister  to  make  the  system  effective 
in  providing  the  relief  proposed  by  the 
Government. 

Metrication 

VIEWS  SOUGHT  FROM  INDUSTRY 

IF  the  adoption  of  the  metric  system 
in  retail  and  distribution  "were  not 
carried  through  in  good  time"  the 
manufacturing  industry  would  be  faced 
with  considerable  trouble,  delay  and 
expense,  stated  a  recent  memorandum 
from  the  Federation  of  British  Indus- 
tries reflecting  the  views  of  a  working 
party  and  submitted  to  the  Standing 
Joint  Committee  on  Metrication.  The 
majority  opinion  expressed  in  the 
S.J.C.M.  was  that  a  failure  of  the  retail 
sector  to  adopt  the  metric  system  at  the 


from  industry  of  cases  where  the  con- 
tinuing use  of  Imperial  weights  and 
measures  in  the  retail  trade  would 
materially  handicap  progress  to  the 
metric  system  on  the  industrial  front, 
and  any  organisation  able  to  contribute 
"hard  evidence"  is  invited  to  communi- 
cate with  the  British  Standards  Institu- 
tion Planning  Group,  2  Park  Street, 
London.  W.l.  "as  a  matter  of  urgency". 
Views  are  also  sought  on  the  suggested 
1972-75  period  bearing  in  mind  the 
1971  date  for  the  currency  change  and 
1975  as  the  terminal  date  for  the  change 
by  most  of  the  manufacturing  industrial 
concerns 

Spending  on  N.H.S. 

MEDICINES   TAKE  11   PER  CENT. 

THE  National  Health  Service  absorbed 
a  larger  percentage  of  national  income 
in  1966  than  in  any  previous  year  (4  85 
per  cent.,  against  4'62  per  cent,  in  1965). 
The  increase  was  the  largest  for  any 
year   since   the  inception   of  N.H.S. 


SWISS  COMPANIES  IN  JAPAN:  Two  Swiss  companies  have  had  new  plants  erected  for  their 
subsidiaries  in  Japan.  The  Ofuna  plant  of  Nippon  Roche,  Ltd.  (top)  is  about  40  miles  from 
Tokyo  and  occupies  an  area  of  33,500  sq.  metres.  The  four-story  CIBA  factory  is  at  Takarazuka 
near  Osaka.  The  plant  has  a  floor  space  of  8,521  sq.  metres. 
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Lowest  year  was  1954,  when  3  89  per 
cent,  of  national  income  was  involved. 
Since  1954  there  has  been  a  steady  in- 
crease year  by  year.  In  1966  the  N.H.S. 
cost  £1,434  million,  £126  million  more 
than  in  1965.  Those  figures  are  given 
in  Office  of  Health  Economics  Infor- 
mation Sheet  No.  3  published  recently. 
A  "breakdown"  of  expenditure  be- 
tween various  parts  of  the  Service 
shows  that  in  its  first  years  there  were 
sharp  changes  in  proportion  for  differ- 
ent parts;  pharmaceuticals  showing  a 
rise,  and  the  dental  and  ophthalmic 
services  a  fall.  Since  1952  there  has 
been  an  increase  of  5  percentage  points 
in  the  share  taken  by  hospitals  (now 
over  60  per  cent,  of  the  total)  and  a 
fall  of  three-and-a-half  points  for  the 
general  medical  services.  That  has  had 
the  effect  of  reducing  the  family  doc- 
tor's share  from  over  1 1  per  cent,  of 
the  total  in  1952  to  7  5  per  cent,  in 
1966.  For  the  local  health  authorities 
there  has  been  a  rise  of  about  two 
points  to  just  over  10  per  cent.  In  the 
decade  up  to  1962  the  share  for  phar- 
maceuticals was  generally  constant  at 
about  10  per  cent.  Since  then  there 
has  been  in  increase  of  just  over  1  per 
cent.,  most  of  which  coincided  with  the 
removal  of  prescription  charges  in 
1965. 

Pharmacists  in  Centres 

CONCERN  AT  MINISTER'S  PROPOSALS 

THE  North-east  London  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Committee  has  written  to  Mr.  J. 
Wright,  the  secretary  of  the  Central 
N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors)  Com- 
mittee, expressing  concern  at  the  pro- 
posal of  the  Minister  of  Health  to 
introduce  measures  providing  for 
private  pharmaceutical  practice  in 
health  centres.  To  do  so,  they  point 
out,  would  effect  a  change  that  Scottish 
pharmacists  have  opposed  and  about 
which  pharmacists  in  England  and 
Wales  have  not  been  consulted.  The 
Committee  considers  the  situation  to 
be  that  pharmaceutical  opinion  upon  it 
should  be  conveyed  to  the  Minister  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment,  particu- 
larly as  the  Bill  would  appear  to 
remove  one  of  the  prime  objections 
taken  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to 
pharmacy  departments  being  included 
in  health  centres,  an  objection  which 
the  Committee  has  vigorously  pursued 
at  Executive  Council  level,  and  which 
is  incorporated  in  a  B  ill  that  was 
granted  a  second  reading  in  the  House 
of  Commons,  apparently  without  the 
pharmacists  having  been  fully  con- 
sulted. 

Consumer  Council 

VIEWS  ON  MEDICINES  PROPOSALS 

THE  interests  of  consumers  of  health 
services  should  be  represented  on  the 
proposed  medicines  commission,  says 
the  Consumer  Council  in  comments  on 
the  "Sainsbury"  report  and  the  Govern- 
ment's White  Paper  on  forthcoming 
medicines  legislation.  Bodies  such  as 
the  Council  and  the  Patients'  Associa- 
tion should  be  consulted  before  ap- 
pointments are  made  to  the  Commis- 
sion, it  is  maintained.  The  views  have 
been  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
are  reported  in  the  February  issue  of 


Focus.  "Taken  as  a  whole,"  the  Coun- 
cil approves  the  Ministry's  proposals, 
but  it  considers  that  the  proposed  ad- 
vertising monitoring  system  should  be 
extended  to  drugs  advertised  to  the 
public  and  asks  that  further  considera- 
tion should  be  given  to  restriction  of 
the  right  to  prescribe  certain  drugs  to 
specially  qualified  doctors.  Support  is 
given  to  the  "Sainsbury"  proposal  not 
to  allow  brand  names  on  new  drugs 
and  the  Council  would  like  to  see  it 
extended  to  include  all  drugs — includ- 
ing those  on  sale  to  the  public.  The 
Council  also  hopes  to  see  labelling  pro- 
posals in  the  White  Paper  defined  so 
that  the  name  always  appears  on  the 
label  of  a  prescription  medicine  unless 
the  doctor  gives  specific  instructions  to 
the  contrary. 

Labelling  under  N.H.S. 

NOT  A   FACTOR   IN  SERVICE  TERMS 

THE  desirability  of  making  correct 
labelling  of  a  drug  part  of  the  Terms 
of  Service  for  chemist  contractors  un- 
der the  National  Health  Service,  has 
been  the  subject  of  discussion  by  the 
Inner  London  Executive  Council.  Ac- 
cording to  the  January  issue  of  Execu- 
tive Council,  the  Council's  pharma- 
ceutical service  committee  had  sought 
such  a  provision,  together  with  a  re- 
quirement that  under  the  Testing 
Scheme  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
inspector  should  inform  an  Executive 
Council  of  any  labelling  errors,  with 
a  view  to  a  reference  to  the  service 
committee.  Asked  to  comment,  the 
London  Pharmaceutical  Committee  op- 
posed the  suggestion  in  favour  of  the 
present  arrangements  (under  which  the 
analyst  informs  the  Ministry  of  a  label- 
ling error  and  the  Ministry  informs 
the  chemist's  professional  representa- 
tive on  the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist 
Contractors)  Committee,  who  in  turn 
impresses  upon  the  chemist  the  import- 
ance of  ,correct  labelling).  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  also  stated  that  the 
matter  was  under  consideration  by  the 
Ministry,  the  contractors  committee  and 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  It  had  been 
suggested  that  the  Society  should  ac- 
cept responsibility  for  dealing  with 
labelling,  as  a  professional  matter.  After 
further  consideration,  the  service  com- 
mittee has  decided  not  to  resubmit  its 
recommendations  to  the  Council  but 
is  to  advise  the  Ministry  of  the  views 
that  have  been  expressed  on  the  sub- 
ject. 

Pharmacy  Management 

INSTITUTE'S  ANNUAL  MEETING 

HOME  membership  of  the  Institute  of 
Pharmacy  Management  during  1967 
was  little  changed  from  1966,  it  was 
disclosed  at  the  Institute's  annual  meet- 
ing in  London  on  January  10.  Because 
of  difficulties  in  remitting  currency 
from  certain  countries  overseas— in  par- 
ticular Rhodesia  and  East  Nigeria,  the 
number  of  overseas  members  had  fal- 
len by  about  thirty.  Mr.  H.  W.  Tomski 
(director  and  secretary)  said  that  all 
members  would  be  asked  to  make  a 
special  effort  to  interest  other  phar- 
macists in  the  activities  of  the  Institute 
with  a  view  to  future  enrolment.  He 
also  mentioned  that  the  School  of 
Pharmacy,  Liverpool  Regional  College 


of  Technology,  had  introduced  phar- 
macy management  subjects  into  the 
syllabus  for  their  degree  in  pharmacy 
and  that  graduates  from  Liverpool 
from  1969  onwards  would  therefore  be 
able  to  apply  for  admission  to  full 
membership  of  the  Institute.  All  places 
for  the  study-tour  to  Holland  (C.  &  D., 
December  23/30,  1967,  p.  584),  had 
been  taken  up  and  there  was  a  waiting 
list.  It  was  announced  that  the  Insti- 
tute's annual  conference  would  be  held 
in  Stratford-upon-Avon.  October  12-14. 
Because  of  illness  of  the  chairman  (Mr. 
B.  J.  Thomas),  the  annual  meeting  was 
chaired  by  Mr.  A.  G.  Mervyn  Madge. 

Import  Duty  Exemptions 

MANY  CHEMICALS  IN  NEW  LIST 

THE  Treasury  has  made  the  Import 
Duties  (Temporary  Exemptions)  (No. 
9)  Order,  1967,  which  provides  that 
goods  listed  in  Schedule  1  mainly 
chemicals,  shall  be  temporarily  ex- 
empt from  import  duty  until  January 
1,  1969  (unless  a  shorter  period  is  indi- 
cated against  any  item).  Some  of  the 
items  in  that  schedule  appear  under  a 
revised  description;  the  old  descriptions 
are  given  in  Schedule  2.  Others  appear 
under  a  different  tariff  heading, 
Schedule  3  contains  their  former  head- 
ings. Photographic  film  base  of  cellu- 
lose acetate  is  partially  exempt  from 
import  duty  until  July  4.  The  Order 
published  as  S.I.  1967  No.  1847  (H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  4s.  3d.),  be- 
came effective  December  30,  1967. 

Shortage  of  Bottles 

PUBLIC  TO  BE  ASKED  TO  RETURN  THEM 

THE  reported  shortage  of  medicine 
bottles  has  prompted  the  Ministry  of 
Health  to  advise  Executive  Councils  in 
the  affected  areas  to  ask  chemists  and 
doctors  to  display  notices  urging  the 
public  to  return  used  medicine  bottles. 
When  necessary  Councils  are  asked  to 
consider  sending  to  local  newspapers 
for  publication  a  letter  confirming  the 
need  for  "ordinary  medicine  bottles 
only"  and  adding  "some  bottles, 
cosmetic  and  other  fancy  bottles,  and 
particularly  bottles  used  for  household 
fluids  are  not  required."  There  is  no 
reference  to  the  fact  that  the  returned 
bottles  should  be  in  a  clean  condition.

"Nominal"  Fines' 

POISONS  SALE  A  FIRST  OFFENCE 

STATING  that  because  it  was  the  de- 
fendant's first  offence  and  also  because 
he  had  pleaded  guilty.  District  Justice 
Donovan  at  Cork  District  Court  on 
January  11,  imposed  nominal  fines  of 
Is.  in  each  of  two  summonses  brought 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ire- 
land under  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Acts  against  Mr.  W.  A.  Fielding, 
M.P.S.I.,  Cork.  The  Society  was 
awarded  £11  9s.  7d.  expenses  and  £8  8s. 
costs.  Mr.  Fielding,  who  gave  an  un- 
dertaking not  to  repeat  the  offences, 
had  pleaded  guilty  through  his  solici- 
tor, to  having  permitted  the  sale  of  a 
scheduled  poison  by  an  unqualified 
person  during  his  absence  from  the 
pharmacy.

The  1966  Board  of  Trade's  report  on 
the  Carriage  of  Dangerous  Goods  in 
Ships  (the  Blue  Book)  has  been  pub- 
lished by  H.M.  Stationery  Office  (price 
42s.  6d.). 

The  minutes  of  evidence  given  by 
Kodak,  Ltd.  to  the  Royal  Commission 
on  Trade  Unions  and  Employers*  As- 
socations  on  July  25,  1967  are  available 
from  H.  M.  Stationery  Office  (price 
4s.  3d.). 

The  first  addition  (dated  December 
1967)  to  volume  II  of  "Proplist"  has 
been  published  by  the  Standing  Joint 
Committee  on  the  classification  of 
Proprietary  Preparations.

To  combat  a  30  per  cent,  increase 
in  cases  of  accidental  poisoning  among 
children  under  five  in  Glasgow  be- 
tween 1963  and  1966,  Glasgow  Home 
Safety  Committee  and  Glasgow  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  co- 
operation with  the  Glasgow  Corpora- 
tion's Health  and  Welfare  Department 
are  launching  a  campaign  to  draw  the 
attention  of  mothers  to  the  danger. 

The  Registrar  of  Restrictive  Trading 
Agreements  has  issued  the  sixth  list  of 
classes  of  goods  which  the  Restrictive 
Practices  Court  has  refused  to  exempt 
from  the  ban  on  resale  price  mainten- 
ance. The  list  comprises  the  goods  in 
the  declarations  between  August  1  and 
December  31,  1967  and  includes  "pre- 
pared foods  for  infants"  (see  C.  &  D., 
October  14,  1967  p.  347,  and  Novem- 
ber 4,  1967  p.  415). 

Testing  of  certain  liquid-in-glass 
thermometers  is  being  transferred,  on 
July  1,  from  the  National  Physical 
Laboratory  British  Standards  Institu- 
tion. Broadly,  the  thermometers  con- 
cerned are  in  the  range  —  80°C. 
(-110°F.)  to  100°C.  (212°F.),  divided 
not  finer  than  0-05 °C.  (0T°F.).  Ap- 
proved thermometers  will  be  marked 
"BST."  Included  are  minimum,  maxi- 
mum thermometers  made  to  B.S.692.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

By  the  forelock 

It  is  right  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  once  more  make 
public  (p.  23)  its  views  on  the  subject  of  prescription  charges,  even  though 
the  occasion  is  one  of  speculation  [now  confirmed. — Editor]  by  the  politi- 
cal pundits.  It  is  astonishing  to  witness  the  build-up  of  opinion  in  both 
Press  and  Television  on  the  subject  of  a  levy  in  such  manner  as  to  suggest 
that  the  principal  reason  for  the  country's  economic  difficulties  is  con- 
tained in  "free"  medicines,  and  that  the  reimposition  of  a  levy  will  solve 
the  nation's  financial  problems  overnight.  I  agree  absolutely  with  the 
points  raised  by  the  Society,  and  I  have  dwelt  many  a  time  on  the  subject 
in  this  column.  To  levy  a  charge  on  prescriptions  is  to  treat  illness  as 
a  luxury  subject  to  taxation.  I  have  sufficient  personal  experience  in  a 
pharmacy  in  an  area  in  which  hardship  is  not  an  uncommon  condition  to 
have  witnessed  the  distressing  effects  of  such  charges,  despite  the  soothing 
generalities  poured  out  by  successive  Ministers  of  Health  as  to  there  being 
"no  evidence  of  hardship  except  in  a  minority  of  cases."  But  for  the 
humanity  and  self-sacrifice  on  the  part  of  many  pharmacists  who  saw 
at  first  hand  things  that  were  not  to  be  seen  at  Westminster,  that  minority 
would  have  been  much  larger.  There  is  no  doubt  of  any  kind  that  the 
reimposition  of  charges  using  the  same  machinery  as  on  previous  occa- 
sions would  once  more  increase  the  hardship  of  a  section  of  people  who 
are  already  far  from  affluent.  And  if  we  are  to  balance  the  accounts  at 
their  expense  we  are  indeed  a  bankrupt  society.  There  are  those  in  our 
midst  who  say  "What's  half  a  crown?"  What  indeed  to  those  who  always 
have  one.  I  have  experienced  all  and  more  of  the  examples  mentioned 
in  the  Council's  statement — the  delayed  treatment,  the  anxious  inquiry 
as  to  which  was  the  most  important  item  in  the  treatment  prescribed,  and 
the  embarrassment  caused  by  being  compelled  to  ask  at  a  public  counter, 
in  front  of  others,  for  documentary  evidence  of  financial  distress  in  the 
shape  of  a  reclaim  form.  And  many  of  those  acutely  affected  had  paid 
contributions  since  1911. 

Man-power 

The,  new  report  dealing  with  man-power  in  pharmacy  discloses  certain 
features  that  may  be  regarded  as  either  disquieting  or  encouraging,  depend- 
ing on  what  is  considered  best  in  pharmacy's  interest.  There  is  evidence 
that  population  increase  is  not  being  matched  by  pharmaceutical  numeri- 
cal strength.  To  those  who  have  always  been  of  the  opinion  that  there 
were  too  many  pharmacists,  that  will  not  give  rise  to  alarm.  There  is 
evidence  that  the  dire  warnings  concerning  the  decline  in  strength  in  the 
pharmaceutical  staffing  of  hospitals  were  not  without  foundation.  But  if- 
that  leads  to  an  official  appreciation  of  the  need  to  make  a  career  in 
hospital  pharmacy  more  attractive,  then  something  has  been  achieved.  But 
it  is  apparent  that  pharmacy  as  a  career  attainable  by  university  degree 
is  not  a  powerful  magnet,  and  there  must  be  reasons  for  that.  Does  the 
pharmaceutical  degree,  when  weighed  in  the  balance  against  other  degrees 
of  the  same  length  of  course,  offer  professional  satisfaction?  Apart  from 
professional  satisfaction,  does  the  school-leaver  relish  a  job  that  compels 
him  to  turn  out  on  Saturdays  and  occasional  Sundays  while  the  rest  of 
the  world  lies  abed  in  the  winter  and  plays  golf  in  the  summer?  Profes- 
sional satisfaction  combined  with  some  leisure  is  attainable  in  other 
spheres  for  the  same  effort  as  is  demanded  by  a  pharmaceutical  degree. 

Conditions  to  attract 

Pharmacy  has,  I  think,  fallen  behind  in  the  competition  for  recruits. 
It  is  not  only  a  matter  of  financial  reward,  which  compares  favourably 
with  other  professions.  The  physical  demands  are  too  heavy,  and  the 
leisure  too  scant.  Reorganisation  to  bring  about  fewer  units,  manned  to 
permit  of  conditions  regarded  as  the  rule  and  not  the  exception,  may  be 
the  solution  for  falling  recruitment.  The  next  report  may  provide  the 
necessary  shock. 
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QUANTITATIVE  CHROMATOGRAPHY 

Symposium  at  Chelsea 


METHODS  used  in  quantitative  thin 
layer  and  paper  chromatography  and 
some  of  the  problems  met  with  were 
discussed  at  a  symposium  held  at  Chel- 
sea College  of  Science  and  Technology 
on  January  3  and  4.  The  symposium, 
organised  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  (Pharmacognosy  Committee  of 
the  Department  of  Pharmaceutical 
Sciences)  and  the  Society  for  Analytical 
Chemistry  (Thin  Layer  Chromato- 
graphy Group),  was  attended  by  about 
380  visitors.  The  president  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  (Mr.  A.  Alding- 
ton) gave  an  opening  address  with  Dr. 
E.  J.  Shellard  in  the  chair. 

Practical  Problems 

In   the   first   paper,   Professor  J. 
W.   Fairbairn   (School  of  Pharmacy, 
University  of  London)  dealt  with  some 
of  the  problems  involved  in  delivering 
small  volumes  of  solution  to  form  the 
initial  spots  on  the  chromatogram.  He 
described  an  automatic  pipette  designed 
by  Relph  &  Bridger  (available  from 
Burkard  Manufacturing  Co.,  Rickmans- 
worth.    Herts)    that    ensured  greater 
accuracy  in  pipetting  small  volumes  of 
liquid  on  to  the  paper  or  thin  layer. 
Mr.  G.  Franglen  (St.  Georges  Hos- 
pital   Medical   School,   University  of 
London)  then  discussed  some  of  the 
factors   relating   to   the   detection  of 
colourless  substances  on  paper,  and  in 
particular  the  conditions  necessary  for 
producing  satisfactory  coloured  com- 
pounds suitable  for  in  situ  methods  of 
determination.   The   third   paper  was 
given  by  Dr.  W.  E.  Court  (School  of 
Pharmacy,  Liverpool  College  of  Tech- 
nology) who  considered  the  problems 
associated  with  elution  techniques  in 
which  the  main  difficulties  are  those 
concerned  with  recovery  of  the  mat- 
erials from  the  adsorbents  and  elimina- 
tion   of    interfering    substances  also 
eluted  from  the  adsorbent.  In  the  final 
paper  of  the  first  session,  Mr.  G.  W. 
Goodman  (Distillers  Co.,  Ltd.)  dealt 
with  practical  methods  for  transferring 


substances  at  suitable  concentrations 
from  thin  layers  on  which  they  had 
been  separated  to  layers  made  from 
spectroscopically  pure  potassium  bro- 
mide, thus  allowing  the  potassium 
bromide  containing  the  substances  to 
be  scraped  from  the  plate  and  used 
directly  for  spectroscopy  thereby  eli- 
minating the  need  for  solvent  elution. 

Limitations  of  Visual  Methods 

First  paper  of  the  second  session, 
held  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr. 
J.  D.  R.  Thomas  (Welsh  Institute  of 
Technology,  University  of  Wales)  was 
by    Mr.    C.    A.    Johnson  (scientific 
director,  British  Pharmacopoeia  Com- 
mission) who  dealt  with  some  of  the 
advantages   and   limitations   of  direct 
visual  methods  of  examination.  Those 
methods   were   useful   for   the  semi- 
quantitative  assessment   of  impurities 
and   could   be  applied  for  the  limit 
tests  set  for  pharmacopoeial  substances. 
In  the  following  paper  Dr.  E.  J.  Shel- 
lard (Chelsea  College,  University  of 
London)  considered  some  of  the  factors 
associated  with  the  densitometric  deter- 
mination  of  substances  separated  by 
T.L.C.   Since   the  method  was  based 
upon  measurement  of  light  absorbed 
by  a  selected  portion  of  the  substance 
much  depended  upon  the  exact  depo- 
sition of  the  coloured  substance  in  the 
adsorbent  layer  and  that  was  dependent 
on  several  factors  of  which  the  area 
of  the  initial  application  and  the  dis- 
tance travelled  along  the  chromatogram 
during  the  separation  appeared  most 
important.   Dr.   D.   Janchen  (Camag, 
Ltd.)     then     discussed  fluorimetric 
methods  of  evaluation  and  stated  that 
they  were  the  only  in  situ  method  that 
measured  the  energy  involved  directly 
rather  than  by  difference.  He  described 
methods    and    instruments    both  for 
direct   fluorimetric   measurement  and 
for  measuring  fluorescence  quenching. 
In  the  final  paper  of  the  session  Dr.  H. 
Jork  (department  of  pharmacognosy, 
University  of  Saarbrucken),  after  deal- 


ing with  some  of  the  difficulties  nor- 
mally encountered  in  the  determination 
of  colourless  substances,  decribed 
a  chromatogram-spectrophotometer  on 
which  absorbance  on  fluorescence 
spectra  could  be  obtained  directly  from 
the  substance  on  the  chromatogram 
without  further  treatment. 

The  final  session  was  chaired  by 
Professor  J.  W.  Fairbairn  and  dealt 
with  evaluation  of  radioactive  chroma- 
tograms.  First  paper  was  given  by  Mr. 
B.  A.  Wood  (Pfizer  Group)  who  dis- 
cussed the  factors  affecting  counting 
efficiency  and  the  correlation  of  re- 
sults by  scanning  or  by  liquid  scintilla- 
tion methods.  Mr.  A.  E.  Lowe  (bio- 
chemistry department.  Imperial  College, 
University  of  London)  then  described 
an  apparatus  designed  to  produce  a 
quantitative  'map'  of  a  bidimensional 
radio  chromatogram  on  paper,  the  data 
being  computerised  and  corrected  for 
Geiger  counter  efficiency  and  even  for 
overlapping  spots. 

The  last  paper  of  the  symposium  was 
given  by  Dr.  B.  R.  Pullan  (department 
of  medical  physics.  University  of  Man- 
chester) who  dealt  with  the  design  of 
spark  chambers  suitable  for  use  as 
radiation  detectors.  Some  had  been 
designed  so  that  numerical  data  on  the 
distribution  of  sparks  could  be  sub- 
jected to  computer  analysis  thus  enabl- 
ing the  radiochromatograms  on  paper 
or  thin  layers  to  be  evaluated.

New  specifications  issued 

AMONG  recent  specifications  issued 
by  the  British  Standards  Institution  is 
the  new  B.S.  4199:  Part  1:  1967 
referring  to  electrically  operated  surgi- 
cal suction  apparatus  of  high  vacuum 
and  high  air  displacement  (price  eight 
shillings).  A  draft  standard  circulated 
for  comment  is  67/25190  "Hospital 
Cupboards  (wall  fixing)  for  Poisons  and 
Dangerous  Drugs."  It  is  a  revision  of 
B.S.  2881.  A  new  specification,  B.S. 
4227:  1967  "Dental  Mercury,  Metric 
Units,"  deals  with  physical  properties, 
maximum  permissible  residue  and 
details  of  packaging.

Infringed  Copyright 

In  the  High  Court,  London,  on  Janu- 
ary 12,  Ballard  Products,  Imperial 
Works,  Watery  Lane,  Birmingham,  sub- 
mitted to  injunctions  restraining  them 
from  infringing  copyright  in  advertise- 
ment matter  and  passing  off  copper 
bracelets  used  for  the  relief  of  rheu- 
matism as  those  of  the  Sabona  Rheu- 
matic Relief  Co.,  Ltd.,  Grimwood 
Road,  Twickenham,  Middlesex.  They 
agreed  to  pay  the  Sabona  company 
£300  towards  damages  and  costs.  Mr. 
Justice  Plowman  made  an  order  ac- 
cordingly. 

Case  Adjourned 

An  application  by  Bristol-Myers  Co., 
Bristol  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  and  Bristol- 
Myers  Co.,  Ltd.  to  restrain  Bristol 
Pharmaceutical  Co.,  Ltd.  from  passing 
off  their  goods  or  business  as  the  plain- 
tiffs' and  from  infringing  four  of  their 
trade  marks  (see  C.  &  D.  December  9, 
1967,  p.  534),  was  adjourned  for  a 
further  week  by  Mr.  Justice  Plowman 
in  the  High  Court,  London  on  January 
16.  Mr.  R.  A.  Lunzer,  for  the  plaintiffs, 
said  the  defendants  had  run  into 
difficulties  because  their  counsel  was 
involved  in  another  case.  It  had  been 
agreed  that  the  application  stand  over 
another  week. 

Security  Officer  Stole 

A  security  officer  employed  by  The 
British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd.,  220  Kensal 
Road,  London,  W.10,  was  fined  £20  at 
Marylebone  magistrates'  court  on  Janu- 
ary 15  for  stealing.  Charles  Niclas,  Bury 
Place,  London,  W.C.I,  admitted  that, 
on  November  20,  1967,  he  had  stolen 
Volidan,  sugar,  cardboard  wrappers  and 
brown  paper  worth  £1  belonging  to  the 
company.  Defendant's  solicitor  told  the 
court  that  the  matter  had  come  to  light 
following  inquiries  made  into  "a  wage 
snatch"  at  the  company's  premises. 
Other  employee's  homes  had  been 
searched.  Imposing  the  fine,  the  magis- 
trate told  Niclas,  "You  were  in  a  posi- 
tion of  some  authority  as  security 
officer.  This  was  a  case  of  pilfering,  and 
pilfering  must  be  put  down  by  the 
courts." 

Committed  for  Trial 

Five  men  charged  with  conspiring  to- 
gether and  with  persons  unknown  to 
contravene  the  Drugs  (Prevention  of 
Misuse)  Act  1964,  were  committed  for 
trial  at  the  Old  Bailey  from  Bow  Street 
magistrates  court,  London,  on  lanuary 
12.  The  magistrate  refused  bail  for  one 
of  the  men,  Victor  James  Kapur,  a 
pharmacist,  of  Woodside  Park,  North 
London,  and  committed  him  in  cus- 
tody. Kapur  was  told  that  he  could  go 
to  a  High  Court  judge  if  he  wanted 
bail.  The  others  were  released  on  bail. 
They  were  Abdul  Alii,  self-employed, 
London,  N.8.  Mohammed  Hassan  Ally, 
dispenser,  London,  N.17.  Frederick 
Albert  Fairbrother,  Harlow,  Essex,  and 
Harry  Nathan,  London  S.W.I.  All  five 
were  also  charged  variously  with  the 
illegal  possession  of  LSD  and  other 
drugs.  Fairbrother  and  Hassan  Ally 
were  further  separately  charged  with 
larceny  of  drugs.  All  pleaded  not 
guilty  and  reserved  their  defence.

The  Wellcome  Foundation  and  the 
Sclavo  company  are,  in  addition,  par- 
ticularly experienced  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  diagnostic  reagents.  The  Sclavo 
family  will  continue  to  own  50  per 
cent,  of  the  company's  capital  and  it 
will  remain  under  Italian  management. 

Discharge  from  Bankruptcy 

MRS.  ELLA  MAY  JOBLING, 
M.P.S..  Ladies  Mile  Road,  Patcham, 
Brighton,  who  had  been  a  partner  with 
her  husband  in  a  confectioner's  and 
tobacconist's  business  in  Beckenham, 
was  granted  a  discharge  from  bank- 
ruptcy at  Brighton,  Sussex,  county 
court  on  December  20.  1967.  The  offi- 
cial receiver  told  the  judge  that  Mrs. 
Jobling  had  continued  in  her  profession 
as  pharmacist.  Mr.  Jobling  fell  ill  in 
1965  and  later  his  shop  was  broken  into 
and  a  large  quantity  of  goods  was 
stolen.  The  partnership  failed  with  lia- 
bilities of  £2,065  and  assets  realised 
£525.  The  judge  said  the  order  would 
be  suspended  for  six  months  on  condi- 
tion that  Mrs.  Jobling  consented  to 
judgment  in  favour  of  the  official  re- 
ceiver for  £150,  payable  in  instalments 
of  £5  per  month. 

Voluntary  Liquidation 

E.  DEYONG,  LTD.,  wholesale 
warehousemen  (chemists  sundries  etc.), 
33,  Harrow  Place,  London,  E.l.  — 
A  recent  meeting  of  creditors  of  the 
company  in  London,  convened  to  con- 
sider voluntary  liquidation  was  told 
that  preferential  creditors  were  owed 
£100.648,  including  approximately 
£100,000  for  purchase  tax,  and  un- 
secured creditors  £56,651,  of  which 
£45,934  was  due  to  trade  and  expense 
creditors,  £5,703  Bank  overdraft,  and 
£5,014  to  S.  and  S.  P.  Deyong  (princi- 
pal shareholders  and  directors).  Assets 
were  estimated  to  realise  £19,390.  Mr. 
R.  P.  Booth,  C.A.,  who  stated  that  he 
had  not  previously  acted  for  the  com- 
pany or  its  directors,  told  creditors 
that  the  company  was  registered  in  June 
1935,  to  take  over  an  old  established 
business  of  E.  Deyong,  textile  mer- 
chants. Over  the  years  the  company 


became  short  of  capital.  Mr.  Booth 
further  stated  that,  according  to  in- 
formation supplied  to  him,  the  direc- 
tors made  attempts  to  build  up  the 
business  again  and,  as  they  considered 
the  company  could  not  succeed  in  the 
textile  trade,  in  the  summer  of  1966 
they  embarked  on  the  sale  of  chemists' 
sundries.  Mr.  Booth  added  that  no 
accounts  had  been  prepared  since  1965. 
The  company's  books,  he  said,  were  in 
the  possession  of  the  Customs  and 
Excise  authorities  in  connection  with 
a  purchase  tax  inquiry.  After  discus- 
sion, during  which  unsecured  creditors 
expressed  extreme  dissatisfaction  that 
there  appeared  to  be  no  prospect  of 
a  dividend  for  them,  it  was  resolved 
to  confirm  the  voluntary  liquidation

PHARMACEUTICAL  SPECIALITIES 

Controlling     Allergic     Asthma.  — 

Described  by  Fisons  Pharmaceuticals, 
Ltd.,  Derby  Road.  Loughborough. 
Leics,  as  a  major  new  product,  Intal 
compound  (disodium  cromoglycate)  is 
understood  to  permit  the  prophylactic 
control  of  allergic  asthma  by  inhibiting 
the  reaginic  antibody /antigen  reactions 
that  underlie  the  condition.  Intal  is 
effective  only  when  given  by  inhala- 
tion, and  therefore  supplied  in  single- 
dose  capsules  (Spincaps)  for  adminis- 
tration from  a  specially  devised 
turbovibratory  insufflator,  the  Spinhaler. 
Each  Spincap  contains  20  mgm.  of 
sodium  cromoglycate  and  0.1  mgm. 
of  isoprenaline  sulpha, e.  To  avoid 
transient  bronchospasm  arising  from 
the  inhalation  of  a  dry  powder,  a  small 
dose  of  isoprenaline  sulphate  has  been 
added.  The  pack  holds  fifty. 

Tetracycline  With  Lactobacilli. — 
Selpharm  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  Percival 
House,  Pinner  Road,  Harrow,  Middle- 
sex, are  introducing  to  the  medical 
profession  on  January  22  a  new 
tetracycline  product  containing  Lacto- 
bacillus casei  resistant  to  tetracycline. 
Prolonged  study,  they  say,  and  colla- 
boration with  Institut  Merieux,  have 
overcome  technical  difficulties  in  pre- 
senting tetracycline  hydrochloride  in 
conjunction  with  the  bacillus.  The 
solution  to  the  problem  has  been  to 
produce  a  three-layer  tablet,  one  layer 
containing  the  tetracycline,  a  second 
layer  the  lactobacilli,  and  the  third 
layer  inert  and  separating  the  two 
active  layers.  Tetracycline  can  alter  the 
balance  of  intestinal  flora  and  produce 
gastrointestinal  side  effects  due  to  in- 
vasion by  resistant  pathogenic 
organisms,  but  the  lactobacilli  present 
in  Servicin  proliferate  in  the  intestines, 
preventing  many  of  the  complications 
seen  with  tetracycline.  Each  Servicin 
tablet  contains  250  mgm.  of  tetracycline 
hydrochloride  and  2^0  million 
lyophilised  tetracycline-resistant  Lacto- 
bacilli casei.  Indications  are  those  for 
tetracycline,  especially  where  high 
dosage  or  long-term  treatment  is  in- 
dicated. The  pack  is  a  vacuum-sealed 
bottle  of  sixteen  tablets.  The  product 
is  subject  to  the  Therapeutic  Sub- 
stances Act.  Also  available  from  the 
same  date  is  L.P.  aerosol  (Locabiotal 
pressurized)  in  pack  of  10  mils.

The  new  range  appears  in  new  packs 
incorporating  the  distinctive  Ilford 
house  style,  and  colour-coded  for  easy 
recognition  and  darkroom  safety.  All 
the  developer  packs  are  red  and  the 
fixer  pack  green. 

Meter  for  Enlarging. — The  Paterson 
CdS  enlarging  computer  marketed  by 
Johnsons    of   Hendon,    Ltd.,  Hendon 


With  the  computer  in  position,  the  dial 
is  turned  until  a  neon  light  comes  on. 
The  indicated  exposure  is  then  read 
from  the  scale.  The  enlarger  lens 
should  be  set  at  its  optimum  aperture 
possibly  closed  down  two  stops.  The 
method  is  claimed  a  considerable  ad- 
vance over  the  type  of  meter  in  which 
the  exposure  is  adjusted  by  opening  or 
closing  the  diaphragm.  The  computer 
works  off  210/250-volt  A.C.  mains  and 
has  a  grey  plastic  body.

suming  and  not  very  effective.  Trials  in 
America  had  showed  a  reduction  of 
only  10  per  cent,  as  against  the  re- 
duction of  50  per  cent,  achieved  with 
fluoridation  of  drinking  water. 
Absorbed  fluoride  ion  was  the  impor- 
tant factor.  Fluoridation  might  also  be 
of  value  in  preventing  osteoporosis  in 
adults.  Professor  Jackson  reviewed  the 
history  and  composition  of  fluoride 
toothpastes  and  suggested  that  they 
were  of  value  although  they  only 
produced  a  reduction  in  carious  teeth 
of  eighteen  per  1,000.  Tablets  of 
sodium  fluoride  could  be  given  to 
children.  The  suggested  dose  was  1.1 
mgm.  daily  until  the  age  of  four  and 
thereafter  2.2  mgm.  per  day.  That 
method,  however,  would  have  nothing 
like  the  overall  effect  of  fluoridation  of 
drinking  water.  A  vote  of  thanks  was 
proposed  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Mascall.  At 
the  second  meeting  Mr.  A.  G.  M. 
Madge  (member  of  Council)  spoke  on 
"Pharmacy  and  the  Common  Market." 
Outlining  the  history  and  structure  of 
"the  Six"  he  stressed  the  supranational 
nature  of  the  European  Parliament  and 
Council  of  Ministers  and  the  principle 
of  harmonisation  of  national  interests 
in  pharmacy  and  other  spheres  of 
activity.  The  vote  of  thanks  was  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  M.  Gordon.

PRESCRIPTION  POSER

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Economies  in  Pharmacy's  Field 

Persistent  rumours  that  a  prescription  levy  was  to  be 
reimposed  —  and  at  a  higher  level  —  were  proved 
accurate  when  the  Prime  Minister  spoke  in  the  House 
of  Commons  on  January  16,  announcing  that  a  charge 
of  2s.  6d.  per  item  would  be  reimposed  in  the  spring. 
The  negotiations,  he  said,  were  being  started  with  the 
doctors  for  a  system  of  exemptions  covering  people 
over  65,  children  up  to  15,  expectant  and  nursing  mothers, 
and  the  chronic  sick.  The  exceptions  at  least  will  reduce 
the  problems  of  pharmacists  in  dealing  with  customers 
who  call  for  their  prescriptions.  The  reintroduction  of  the 
levy  will,  however,  create  disturbances  in  the  complex 
relationships  that  exist  between  doctors,  patients,  phar- 
macists and  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  evidence  of 
financial  embarrassment  caused  to  customers  that  was 
included  in  the  statement  submitted  by  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  the  Prime  Minister 
recently  (see  C.  &  D.,  January  13,  p.  23)  was  reinforced 
by  a  report  of  a  study  carried  out  by  Child  Poverty 
Action  Group  on  the  procedure  for  waiving  health 
service  charges.  The  Group  estimated  that  at  least  five 
times  as  many  people  not  receiving  supplementary 
benefits  ought  to  have  received  refunds  for  charges  for 
spectacles  in  1966  as  actually  did  so  and  stated  that  the 
situation  concerning  refunds  of  prescription  charges  for 
drugs  in  1963  was  apparently  no  better.  The 
immediate  effect  of  the  new  prescription  charge 
is  likely  to  be  on  the  same  lines  as  when  the  levy  was 
previously  imposed,  resulting  in  prescriptions  being  given 
less  frequently  but  in  many  cases  for  larger  quantities. 
The  chemist  will  be  looking  to  his  representatives  on  the 
Central  N.H.S.  (Chemists  Contractors)  Committee  to 
react  immediately  to  any  drop  in  the  number  of  pre- 
scriptions. Some  estimates  indicate  a  20  per  cent, 
reduction. 

Meanwhile,  chemists  are  likely  increasingly  to  recog- 
nise the  wisdom  of  their  negotiators  in  pressing  for  a 
method  of  remuneration  in  which  the  emphasis  is  on 
a  professional  fee  rather  than  oncost,  together  with 
periodical  reviews.  The  next  time  could  be  the  Ministry's 
turn  to  pay  out  on  a  remuneration  adjustment. 

One  ray  of  comfort  from  Mr.  Wilson's  package, 
namely  that  it  did  not  contain  the  decision  to  apply 
again  the  purchase  tax  "regulator,"  may  soon  be  dashed. 
Following  the  Prime  Minister's  announcement  com- 
mentators seemed  fairly  certain  that  further  drastic 
measures  —  higher  purchase  and  income  taxes  and  curbs 
on  hire  purchase,  would  be  imposed  in  or  before  the 


next  Budget,  normally  due  in  April  but  for  this  year 
brought  forward,  as  was  announced  in  Parliament  on 
January  17,  to  March  19. 

The  object  of  the  present  measures  was  avowedly  to 
reduce  Government  spending,  but  sooner  or  later  the 
Government  must  come  to  grips  with  the  problem  of 
providing  tangible  incentives  to  increase  exports.

COMMONWEALTH  MEETING  FOR  PHARMACY? 

More  money  for  the  Society's  Branches 


THE  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  agreed  at 
its  January  meeting  to  contact  the  professional  phar- 
maceutical bodies  in  each  Commonwealth  country 
with  a  view  to  arranging  a  Commonwealth  Pharmaceutical 
Conference.  The  item  arose  from  consideration  of  the 
minutes  of  the  Organisation  Committee  presented  by  Mr. 
J.  B.  Grosset.  The  Committee  also  recommended  an  in- 
crease in  branch  grants,  commencing  in  April,  from  10s. 
to  lis.  per  member  for  the  first  350  members  and  from 
7s.  6d.  to  8s.  6d.  per  member  for  the  remainder.  The  Com- 
mittee also  recommended  that  branches  should  be  informed 
that  it  was  permissible  to  set  aside  and  carry  forward 
money  for  a  specific  purpose  to  be  achieved  during  the 
following  year.  Members  of  the  Council  (including  one  who 
is  a  member  of  the  revived  Mid-Glamorgan  Branch  of 
the  Society)  had  been  intrigued  by  the  information  that  the 
Branch's  bill  for  printing  and  stationery  was  about  twice 
that  of  other  branches  of  similar  size.  It  emerged  that  the 
branch  was  providing  at  least  eight  opportunities  during 
the  year  for  its  seventy  members  to  meet,  and  that  a 
future  meeting  would  be  graced  by  the  presence  of  a 
member  of  Council  provided  that  a  grant  was  forthcoming. 
The  Council  agreed  to  make  the  grant,  and  that  it  might 
well  be  accompanied  by  some  advice  on  financial  matters 
that  would  "cost  the  branch  nothing."  The  whole  question 
of  branch  organisation  expenditure  would  be  discussed  by 
the  Committee  at  its  next  meeting.  The  Committee  recom- 
mended that  the  agenda  for  the  Branch  Representatives' 
meeting  in  May  should  be  arranged  by  the  meeting  in 
January  of  representatives  from  branches  that  were  sub- 
mitting motions  (in  previous  years  the  order  has  been 
determined  by  ballot). 

Subjects  to  be  discussed  at  the  regional  conference  in 
Canterbury,  March  24,  are  recommended  to  be  (a)  the  new 
Medicines  Bill  (or,  if  the  Bill  had  not  been  published,  the 
work  of  the  Law  Committee);  and  (b)  manpower  and 
recruitment  in  pharmacy. 

Promoting  Pharmacy  as  a  Career 

The  minutes  of  the  Registration  Committee,  presented 
by  its  chairman  (Mr.  J.  E.  Balmford),  recommended  that 
a  showcard  bearing  the  Society's  arms  and  the  word 
"Pharmacy"  should  be  prepared  for  despatch  to  careers 
conventions;  that  a  booklet  supplying  questions  and  answers 
about  careers  in  pharmacy  should  be  revised  and  re- 
printed; and  that  the  booklets  "Pharmacy  as  a  Career" 
and  "Guide  to  Entrance  Requirements"  should  be  dis- 
tributed to  schools  teaching  to  G.C.E.  Advanced  level, 
and  by  the  Central  Youth  Employment  Executive  to  youth- 
employment  officers.  When  stocks  of  such  publicity  material 
were  available  at  headquarters,  branch  secretaries  would  be 
asked  to  contact  their  local  education  authority  informing 
them  of  the  literature  and  materials  available  and  of  the 
branch's  willingness  to  take  part  in  careers  conventions. 
Branches  would  be  encouraged  to  appoint  a  careers  officer 
to  arrange  for  the  attendance  of  local  pharmacists  at  such 
conventions. 

Miss  M.  A.  Burr  presented  the  minutes  of  the  meeting 
of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee,  which  showed  that 
£70  14s.  had  come  from  the  special  Christmas  appeal  for 
the  Birdsgrove  House  Fund,  and  that  letters  of  thanks 
had  been  received  from  annuitants  and  beneficiaries  for 
the  Chris'imas  gifts  that  had  been  recommended  by  the 
Committee.  Grants  had  been  made  or  were  recommended 
for  five  members,  nine  widows  of  members,  one  dependant 
of  a  member,  and  on  behalf  of  six  orphans  of  members. 

The  minutes  of  meetings  of  the  Finance  and  General 
Purposes  Committee  were  presented  by  the  treasurer  (Mr. 


H.  Steinman).  The  Committee  had  discussed  the  advisability 
of  a  survey  by  computer  consultants  to  determine  whether 
the  members'  and  premises'  registers,  the  addressing  of 
circulars  to  members,  etc.,  the  dispatch  of  the  Society's 
journal,  and  certain  other  services  should  be  dealt  with 
by  computer.  The  Committee  recommended  that  further 
inquiries  should  be  made  of  other  professional  bodies 
known  to  be  investigating  computer  applications  and  the 
subject  put  forward  again  for  discussion  in  three  months' 
time. 

Minutes  of  the  agricultural  and  veterinary  practice  sub- 
committee were  presented  by  the  chairman  of  the  Practice 
Committee  (Mr.  J.  P.  Kerr).  Speaker  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Agricultural  and  Veterinary  Pharmacy  Group  on 
March  3  would  be  Mr.  W.  P.  B.  Phillpotts  (subject:  the 
economic  aspects  of  agricultural  and  veterinary  pharmacy 
practice).  At  the  meeting  would  be  declared  the  result 
of  the  ballot  for  three  seats  on  the  subcommittee.  The 
Committee  recommended  that  the  proposed  Kesteven  meet- 
ing (cancelled  because  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  risks) 
should  be  arranged,  if  possible,  for  January  1969.  Arrange- 
ments were  in  hand  for  a  meeting  at  Auchincruive  on  May 
29,  and  the  Committee  were  recommending  a  meeting  at 
Alderley  Park,  Cheshire  in  late  September  or  early  Oc- 
tober. A  meeting  of  heads  of  schools  of  pharmacy  had  been 
informed  in  October  1967  that  members  of  the  Group  sub- 
committee would  be  prepared  to  speak  at  schools  of  phar- 
macy on  career  opportunities  in  agricultural  and  veterinary 
practice.  The  Practice  Committee  recommended  asking 
the  Organisation  Committee  to  consider  including  the 
names  of  speakers  on  agricultural  and  veterinary  phar- 
macy in  the  list  of  speakers  available  for  branch  meetings. 

Representatives  of  the  joint  Veterinary  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  had  met  representatives  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  on  January  2  and  discussed  questions  raised 
by  the  recent  White  Paper  on  forthcoming  medicines 
legislation.  The  subcommittee  considered  the  Ministry's 
replies  to  be  generally  satisfactory,  subject  to  reconsidera- 
tion of  the  position  when  the  Bill  was  published.  The 
School  of  Pharmacy,  Portsmouth,  was  reported  to  have 
announced  the  names  of  eight  pharmacists  who  had  suc- 
cessfully completed  the  course  on  agricultural  and  veterin- 
ary pharmacy  begun  in  1966.  The  eight,  with  their  topics, 
were  Messrs.  J.  B.  Allison  (foot-and-mouth  disease),  C.  P. 
Aram  (state  of  liver  fluke  control  in  Great  Britain),  G.  J. 
Briggs  (insecticide  resistance  in  spider  mites).  P.  A.  C. 
Buckley  (paraquat  herbicides).  B.  Lazonby  (control  of 
sheep  ectoparasites).  M.  Ridgway  (soil  nematocides),  C.  H. 
Thomas  (structure  activity  relationships  of  auxin-type  herbi- 
cides) and  J.  D.  Topham  (disinfection  in  milk  production). 
It  was  recommended  that  a  suitable  letter  should  be  sent 
to  each. 

A  revision  of  the  bibliography  section  in  the  Group's 
handbook  would  be  agreed  at  the  March  meeting  of  the 
subcommittee.  Secretaries  of  branches  within  a  reasonable 
travelling  distance  of  the  venue  of  meetings  of  the  Group 
would  be  contacted,  so  that  non-members  of  the  Group 
who  might  be  interested  in  the  subject  under  discussion 
could  be  invited. 

Matters  of  Practice 

It  was  reported  that,  following  a  preliminary  meeting 
with  representatives  of  the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemists  Con- 
tractors) Committee,  a  meeting  on  the  Health  Services 
and  Public  Health  Bill  had  been  held  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  on  January  8.  A  joint  submission  on  the  subject 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  by  the  Society  and  the  Central 
N.H.S.   Committee  was  recommended,  separate  covering 
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letters  making  representations  on  aspects  within  the  specific 
terms  of  reference  of  each  body. 

The  Committee  circulated  a  report  of  a  meeting  with 
representatives  of  the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors) 
Committee  on  labelling  containers  of  dispensed  medicines 
with  the  name  of  the  preparation  dispensed  and  it  was 
agreed  that  further  action  should  be  deferred  until  after 
the  January  meeting  of  the  Central  N.H.S.  Committee.  A 
statement  would  then  be  made. 

After  consideration  of  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Committee  on  Dispensing  and  Supply  in  the  Metric  System 
on  December  12,  1967,  it  was  recommended  that  only  a 
5-mil  spoon  should  be  made  available,  and  that  prescrip- 
tions should  be  labelled  in  terms  of  5-mil  spoonfuls.  The 
Committee  recommended  that  the  views  of  Council  should 
be  made  known  to  the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors) 
Committee. 

Mr.  Balmford  moved  as  an  amendment :  "That  prescrip- 
tions be  labelled  in  terms  of  medicine  spoonfuls." 

Mr.  Kerr  said  that  the  Committee  had  given  the  matter 
considerable  thought  and  "in  terms  of  5-mil  spoonfuls''  was 
a  compromise  between  the  old  and  the  new.  If  the  term 
"medicine  spoon"  were  used  and  the  bottle  of  medicine 
got  separated  from  the  spoon,  then  "medicine  spoon" 
might  have  a  different  connotation  for  a  patient  than  for 
a  pharmacist.  The  method  was  thought  to  be  a  safeguard 
and  a  process  of  education — "a  useful  compromise  between 
a  scientific  measure  and  a  traditional  one." — The  amend- 
ment was  lost. 

A  statement  setting  out  the  Council's  views  on  prescrip- 
tion charges  (see  C.  &  D.,  January  13,  p.  23)  was  discussed 
and  recommended  for  publication.  A  letter  was  also  sent 
to  the  Minister  of  Health  expressing  the  Society's  views 
in  detail.  It  was  also  recommended  that  the  Department  of 
Pharmaceutical  Sciences  should  be  asked  to  prepare  a 
simple  "slide-rule"  type  calculator  for  conversions  from 
the  Imperial  to  the  metric  system. 

Matters  of  Law 

Mr.  D.  E.  Sparshott  presented  the  minutes  of  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Law  Committee,  which  reported  that  the  super- 
intendent pharmacist  of  a  company  had  been  interviewed 
about  the  circumstances  surrounding  the  transfer  of  a 
pharmacy  operated  by  the  company  to  an  associated  com- 
pany which  operated  the  business  as  a  drug  store.  The 
title  "Chemist"  had  been  left  on  display  after  the  date 
of  transfer  and  certain  Part  I  poisons  had  been  sold.  It 
had  been  agreed  that  the  pharmacist  would  re-examine  the 
procedure  for  effecting  that  type  of  transfer  and  submit 
draft  instructions  to  the  Society  for  approval. 

During  November  1967  the  premises  of  971  authorised 
sellers  and  103  traders  had  been  visited  by  the  Society's 
inspectors,  and  the  premises  of  206  traders  by  the  Society's 
agents.  Seven  cases  of  alleged  infringements  of  the  laws 
relating  to  pharmacy  had  been  considered  and  "appropriate 
action  had  been  recommended  to  be  taken  in  each."  Warn- 
ing letters  had  been  written  to  three  authorised  sellers  and 
to  two  traders  in  respect  of  minor  breaches  under  the 
Pharmacy  Acts.  The  Committee  had  been  informed  that  a 
limited  company  that  was  an  authorised  seller  of  poisons 
had  been  converted  to  an  unlimited  company  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Companies  Act,  1967.  As  the  word 
"Limited"  no  longer  appeared  in  the  registered  title  it 
was  not  apparent  from  the  entry  in  the  register  of  pre- 
mises that  it  related  to  a  company.  The  Committee  had 
also  been  informed  that  a  comparable  situation  existed 
in  connection  with  entries  relating  to  partnerships  in  Scot- 
land. It  wrs  recommended  that  entries  in  the  register 
of  premises  that  concerned  bodies  corporate,  other  than 
limited  companies,  should  be  suitably  marked  to  draw 
attention  to  the  existence  of  a  related  entry  in  the  list 
of  superintendent  pharmacists. 

The  minutes  of  the  Ethical  Committee,  presented  by  Mr. 
W.  M.  Darling,  revealed  that  the  Committee  had  con- 


sidered a  number  of  cases  in  which  advertisements  and 
articles  describing  pharmaceutical  premises  had  appeared 
in  local  newspapers.  In  onesuch  article,  references  to  the 
speed  of  dealing  with  prescriptions,  etc.,  had  been  made. 
From  them  the  public  could  infer  that  the  pharmacy  was 
superior  to  others.  In  one  case  it  was  recommended  that 
a  complaint  be  lodged  to  the  Statutory  Committee;  in 
others,  letters  reaffirming  the  views  of  the  Society  on  the 
subject  were  sent  to  the  pharmacists  concerned. 

The  Committee  had  also  considered  a  case  involving 
a  proposal  by  a  pharmacist  to  build,  close  to  his  pharmacy, 
premises  for  use  as  doctors'  consulting  rooms,  and  another 
in  which  a  pharmacist  proposed  to  erect  a  pharmacy  adja- 
cent to  a  doctor's  surgery.  It  was  resolved  to  keep  the 
developments  in  each  case  under  review. 

The  Committee's  attention  had  been  drawn  to  a  scheme 
under  which  the  headmasters  of  primary  schools  were 
asked  to  agree  to  distribute  parcels  containing  the  pro- 
ducts of  various  manufacturers  to  mothers  of  children  start- 
ing school  for  the  first  time.  In  some  parcels  a  brand 
of  vitamin  tablets  had  been  included.  The  company  operat- 
ing the  scheme  had  stated  that  the  manufacturer  concerned 
had  withdrawn  its  product  from  the  parcels  and  given 
an  undertaking  verbally  that  medicines  would  not  be  in- 
cluded in  any  future  parcels.  It  was  recommended  to  send 
the  company  a  letter  pointing  out  the  undesirability  of 
including  medicines  in  such  parcels. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  undesirability  of  including 
in  toy  nursing  sets  for  children  dummy  packs  of  medicines 
should  be  made  known  to  another  company.  The  manufac- 
turers of  the  medicines  concerned  had  been  approached  by 
the  Society  and  had  agreed  to  take  steps  to  prevent  any 
packs  of  their  products  being  used  in  such  a  manner. — 
The  recommendations  were  adopted. 

NEW  FILMS 

Modern  Sheep  Dipping 

Cooper,  McDougall  &  Robertson,  Ltd.,  Berkhamsted, 
Herts.  16-mm.  Colour.  Running  time  23  minutes. 
Methods  of  dipping  and  spraying  sheep  against  external 
parasites  as  carried  out  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  in 
Australia,  New  Zealand.  East  Africa  and  South  America  are 
illustrated  in  this  new  film.  "The  increased  stocking  neces- 
sary to  meet  the  constantly  expanding  demands  for  food 
and  clothing  throughout  the  world,"  says  the  film  com- 
mentary, "provides  even  greater  opportunities  of  survival 
for  sheep  parasites  and  the  diseases  they  cause."  The  chief 
flies,  keds,  lice,  ticks  and  mites  which  attack  sheep  in 
various  parts  of  the  world  are  shown  in  the  film  and  their 
life  cycles  described.  For  farmers  dipping  their  sheep  in  the 
standard  manner  the  film  demonstrates  the  methods  that 
will  obtain  best  results.  One  of  the  film's  chief  aims  is 
to  instil  into  the  farmer  that  correct  mixing  of  the  wash 
is  essential,  and  that  quantities  of  dip  and  water  must  be 
measured  accurately,  not  just  guessed.  After  years  of  re- 
search into  the  development  of  effective  dips,  sprays  and 
equipment,  the  film  concludes,  greatly  improved  results  are 
now  possible.

A  new  feature  is  an  adhesives  selection  chart, 
which  sets  out  in  simple  form  the  adhesives  suitable  for 
sticking  unlike  materials  together. 
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Warehouse  Facilities  to  Meet  Growing  Demand 

A  NEW  BUILDING  FOR  POLAROID  (U.K.),  LTD.,  IN  HERTFORDSHIRE 


FOR  Polaroid  (U.K.),  Ltd.,  who  are 
intent  on  making  1968  another  record 
year,  summer  began  a  month  earlier 
than  in  1967.  They  began  their  sun- 
glass selling  campaign  four  weeks  in 
advance  of  their  normal  date. 

The  company's  sunglass  sales  in 
1967  were  44  per  cent,  higher  than  in 
the  previous  year,  and  the  initial  orders 
for  the  1968  season  are  about  25  per 
cent,  ahead  of  those  for  1967.  Expan- 
sion of  that  magnitude  can  only  be 
achieved  by  having  the  right  products 
and  a  first-class  service  to  ensure  that 
the  products  are  promply  transferred 
to  the  retailer  when  ordered. 

From  a  warehouse  of  just  under 
20,000  sq.  ft.  at  Welham  Green  in 
Hatfield,  Herts,  Messrs.  Polaroid  are 
now  dispatching  a  completed  order 
every  minute  of  the  working  day.  To 
make  that  achievement  consistently  pos- 
sible the  single-floor  warehouse  has 
been  laid  out  using  modern  flow-line 
and  method-study  techniques. 

Sources 

Films  and  cameras  and  sunglasses 
arrive  from  the  various  sources  in 
accordance  with  a  prearranged  pro- 
gramme. About  two-thirds  of  the  film 
requirements  are  manufactured  in  the 
Vale  of  Leven,  Dumbartonshire.  They 
are  handled  by  British  Rail  under 
Freightliner  arrangements,  being  loaded 
during  an  afternoon  and  received  at  the 
warehouse  by  11  o'clock  next  morning. 
Some  film  is  flown  in  from  New  York, 
U.S.A.  by  B.O.A.C.  aircraft  and 
landed  at  London  airport.  Other  film 
material  and  most  cameras  of  Ameri- 
can origin  are  brought  in,  usually  by 
Cunard  line  from  New  York  to  South- 
ampton. Further  imports  are  received 
from  the  Polaroid  production  facility 
at  Enschede,  Rotterdam,  Holland.  The 
ubiquitous  Swinger  camera  is  manu- 
factured in  Dundee,  Perthshire,  and 
received   at   the   warehouse   by  road 


One  of  the  sunglass  order-picking  stations  at  Welham  Green,  Against  original  order  documenta- 
tion, sunglasses  are  picked  from  the  racks  in  boxes  holding  a  dozen  models  and  loaded  on  to 
flat  skips  that  roll  easily  along  the  roller  table  system.  With  the  order  complete  in  a  space  of 
little  more  than  40  ft.,  the  skip  is  slipped  through  a  "U"  turn  to  the  roller  table  on  the  right 
where  it  is  rechecked,  packaged,  weighed  and  franked. 


transport,  again  at  programmed  inter- 
vals. Sunglasses  arrive  in  phased  ship- 
ments from  the  assembly  lines  of 
Polarizers  (U.K.),  Ltd.,  at  High 
Wycombe,  Bucks. 

The  stock,  when  received  from  vari- 
ous sources,  is  mounted  on  "glide" 
pallets,  the  racking  being  at  a  slight 
angle  to  ensure  adequate  gravity  feed. 
One  pallet  of  type  20  Polaroid  film 
contains   5.600   individual   packets.  A 


built-in  braking  system  controls  the 
movements  of  the  pallets,  each  of 
which  carry  approximately  half  a  ton 
of  products.  The  stacking  system 
ensures  that  the  batches  are  used  in 
rotation. 

Of  the  orders  received,  75  per  cent, 
are  dispatched  by  the  Post  Office,  but 
van  deliveries,  passenger  train,  air 
transport  and  ships  are  also  used. 
An  order  is  scrutinised  on  arrival  and

patch.

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the  necessary  documents  are  prepared, 
using  Adrema  pre-punched  plates. 

The  orders  are  then  sorted  in  accor- 
dance with  the  dispatch  arrangements 
! —  one  assembly  line  dealing  with  the 
smaller  orders  to  be  sent  by  post  and 
the  other  for  bulk  deliveries  Orders 
that  have  been  assembled  and  checked 
travel  on  Flexyveyor  units  and  move 
from  the  storage  area  to  the  rear  of  the 
building,  where  there  is  a  large  loading 
bay,  one  section  of  which  is  equipped 
with  a  loading-dock  levelling  device 
that  can  be  adjusted  to  any  height  so  as 
to  fit  the  tailboard  of  the  vehicle  that  is 
being  loaded  or  unloaded.  Because  of 
the  nature  of  the  film  material,  the 
temperature  within  the  building  is 
carefully  controlled. 


One  section  of  the  building  is 
arranged  to  deal  with  orders  from 
European  Free  Trade  Association 
countries.  Shipping  arrangements  make 
it  essential  to  have  storage  space  in 
which  to  hold  completed  orders  pend- 
ing dispatch.  Here  again  the  layout 
of  pallets  ensures  that,  when  orders 
have  to  be  moved,  no  time  is  lost  in 
handling  them.  In  one  section  of  the 
Welham  Green  building  there  is  a 
technical  and  testing  department  that 
is  responsible  for  a  variety  of  work, 
including  batch  control  and  some  re- 
search and  prototype  work  in  connec- 
tion with  new  Polaroid  applications. 
The  unit  is  also  responsible  for  carry- 
ing out  any  necessary  repair  work  that 
is  received. 


A  feature  of  the  unit  is  its  specialised 
equipment,  designed  by  the  company's 
staff  in  England,  similar  instruments 
having  also  been  assembled  for  use  in 
other  Polaroid  subsidiary  companies  in 
Europe. 

Polaroid  films,  cameras  and  sun- 
glasses are  all  products  subject  to  peak 
demands,  and  the  aim  of  the  organi- 
sation is  to  ensure,  by  having  the  opti- 
mum working  conditions  and  labour- 
saving  devices,  that  staff  can  cope 
comfortably  and  accurately  with  the 
orders  even  when  the  "pressure  is  on." 
If  sales  targets  are  a  guide,  then  the 
benefits  to  be  gained  by  foresight  and 
forethought  that  have  gone  into  de- 
signing the  warehouse  are  likely  to  be 
evident  during  the  1968  season. 


Modernisation  for  Profit  Plus  Comfort 

A  STORY  OF  EXPANSION  AT  DUMFRIES,  SCOTLAND 


THERE  are  more  reasons  for  modern- 
ising than  the  profit  motive,  however 
important  that  may  be.  For  Mr.  William 
Grier,  whose  pharmacy  at  Dumfries  is 
here  pictured,  it  was  the  ambition  to 
have  the  best  working  conditions  for 
his  staff,  and  so  give  the  best  service. 
Mr.  Grier,  who  is  chairman  of  the 
Dumfries  and  Galloway  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  started  out  in 
business  a  street  or  two  away  from  his 
present  pharmacy.  He  doubled  the  turn- 
over and  then  moved  into  a  jeweller's 
shop,  which  he  converted  into  a  phar- 
macy. To  add  more  space  he  bought 
an  adjoining  butcher's  shop.  Though  it 
was  less  than  seven  years  since  he  had 
installed  shopfittings  costing  more  than 
£1,000.  he  modernised  both  interior  and 
shopfront.  The  work  was  carried  out  by 
Nordia  and  its  parent  company,  Wm. 
Mason  &  Son,  Ltd.,  Geldord  Road, 
Leeds,  12.  In  the  new  layout  customers 
can  serve  themselves.  They  browse 
around,  attracted  by  the  accesibility  of 
goods,  the  greater  variety  and  the 
beauty  of  a  pharmacy  which  co-ordin- 
ates colour  in  the  floor  tiles,  wall-back- 
ings and  ceilings  (restful  hues  of  dark

and  light  blue,  lime  green  and  crimson, 
with  generous  areas  of  veneered  wall 
panelling).   The   shop  previously  had 
three  staircases.  Now  there  is  one. 
Frontage  is  a  clean-cut  combination 


of  glass  framed  in  stainless  steel, 
marble-effect  laminated-plastic  panels 
in  black  and  white  and  green,  with  a 
deep  yellow  facia  that  proclaims  "wil- 
liam  m.  grier,  m.p.s."  in  fashionable 
small  letters,  with 
Chemist  in  domin- 
ant capitals. 

The  shop  win- 
dows feature  cos- 
metics, cameras, 
and  toiletries,  dis- 
played on  double- 
sided  Nordia  shelv- 
ing units,  the  re- 
verse sides  of 
which  are  used  as 
self -selection  dis- 
play fittings  inside 
the  shop.  The  units 
are  free-standing 
and  adjustable  in 
any  position  be- 
tween floor  and 
ceiling. 
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CLASSIFICATION  OF  PROPRIETARIES 

New  definitions  proposed  for  "monograph"  preparations 


THE  Standing  Joint  Committee  on  the 
Classification  of  Proprietary  Prepara- 
tions (""Macgregor  Committee")  is  re- 
commending a  change  in  the  classi- 
fication system  to  allow  a  distinction 
between  official  "monograph"  prepara- 
tions the  Committee  finds  satisfactory, 
and  those  it  regards  as  "open  to  ques- 
tion." In  a  "Report  on  the  Revision 
of  the  classification  system"  (H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  one  shilling), 
the  Committee  says  that,  after  a  year's 
experience  of  the  operation  of  the 
existing  system,  it  finds  there  are  some 
preparations  in  standard  works  of  re- 
ference (the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Codex  and  British  National  Formulary 
in  particular),  and  therefore  receiving 
the  classification  "monograph  prepara- 
tion," that  in  the  Committee's  view  are 
of  no  greater  therapeutic  merit  than 
products  it  has  placed  in  categories 
Bl  or  B2. 

Among  the  reasons  put  forward  for 
differences  of  view  between  the  com- 
mittee and  the  bodies  compiling  the 
works  of  reference  is  that  the  latter 
may  be  providing  standards  for  pre- 
parations that  are  still,  rightly  or 
wrongly,  being  extensively  used.  The 
Committee  feels  its  role  is  primarily 
educative.  A  further  cause  of  difference 
may  be  the  emergence  of  adverse  re- 
action reports  after  the  inclusion  of  a 
preparation  in  a  standard  work  of 
reference. 

Dividing  the  "M"  Classification 

To  correct  the  situation  the  Commit- 
tee recommends  the  division  of  the 
"monograph"  classification  into  two:  — 
M(A).  Those  monograph  preparations 
which  are  regarded  by  the  Committee 
to  be  of  real  therapeutic  value,  and 
M(B),  those  monograph  preparations 
whose  prescription  in  the  light  of 
modern  pharmacology  and  therapeutic 
practice  can  no  longer  be  recommen- 
ded. A  National  Health  Service  doctor 
whose  prescribing  was  being  investi- 
gated would  be  required  to  justify 
use  of  M(B)  preparations  as  he  is  at 
present  the  use  of  categories  BI  and 
B2.  Another  change  recommended  by 
the  Committee  is  the  inclusion  of  a 
"qualification"  on  mixtures  of  drugs 
in  the  definition  of  category  B2. 

The  full  system  of  classification  now 
recommended  is  as  follows:  — 

MONOGRAPH     PREPARATIONS— subdivided 

into : 

Category  M(A).  Acceptable  prepara- 
tions whose  active  therapeutic  constitu- 
ents are  identical  with  those  of  prepara- 
tions described  in  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia, British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  or 
British  National  Formulary  or  which  differ 
only  slightly  in  physical  form  from  such 
standard  preparations,  the  difference  being 
such  as  to  have  little  or  no  therapeutic 
significance. 

Category  M(B).  Preparations  whose 
active  therapeutic  constituents  are  identical 
with  those  of  preparations  described  in 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Codex  or  British  National  Formu- 
lary or  which  differ  only  slightly  in  physi- 
cal form  from  such  standard  preparations 
and  whose  administration  the  Committee 
would  regard  as  unacceptable  because:  — 


(a)  they  are  of  greater  toxicity  or  lesser 
efficacy  than  alternative  available  prepara- 
tions or  (b)  their  use  does  not  necessarily 
represent  good  therapeutic  practice  or 
(c)  they  are  mixtures  of  drugs,  the  ad- 
ministration of  which  the  Committee  re- 
gard as  open  to  question. 
CATEGORY  A— subdivided  into: 

Category  A\.  Preparations  of  single 
therapeutically  active  drugs  which  are 
acceptable  formulations  of  substances  (or 
active  constituents  of  preparations)  in  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Codex  or  British  National  Formu- 
lary. 

Category  A2.  Preparations  of  single 
therapeutically  active  drugs  which  have 
been  shown  to  the  Committee's  satisfac- 
tion to  have  an  acceptable  degree  of  effi- 
cacy in  relation  to  their  toxicity  and  thera- 


peutic indications  and  which  in  the  light 
of  alternative  available  preparations  can 
be  recommended  for  use. 

Category  Al.  Acceptable  preparations 
containing  more  than  one  drug  where  the 
main  components  are  the  active  ingredi- 
ents of  preparations  in  categories  M(A), 
Al.  or  A2. 

CATEGORY  B— subdivided  into: 

Category  Bl.  Preparations  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Committee,  on  the  evid- 
ence produced  to  it,  have  an  unacceptable 
lesser  degree  of  efficacy  or  are  of  unaccept- 
able greater  toxicity  than  alternative  pre- 
parations in  categories  M(A)  or  A.  Also 
preparations  containing  mixtures  of  drugs 
which  may  individually  have  some  degree 
of  therapeutic  efficacy  but  where  the  Com- 
mittee would  regard  the  administration  of 
such  a  mixture  as  open  to  question. 

Category  Bl.  Unacceptable  preparations 
which  consist  of  or  contain  drugs  which, 
in  the  view  of  the  Committee,  are  not  of 
proven  efficacy. 


CARBENOXOLONE  SODIUM 

"A  significant  contribution  to  gastric-ulcer  therapy" 


SUMMING  up  the  discussions  at  a 
symposium  on  carbenoxolone  sodium 
in  Condon  on  November  20,  1967,  Dr. 
G.  Watkinson  (secretary  general  Or- 
ganisation Mondiaie  de  Gastroenter- 
ologie)  referred  to  the  drug  as  "one  of 
the  most  significant  contributions  to 
the  treatment  of  gastric  ulcer  for  fifty 
years."  The  symposium  was  sponsored 
by  Berk  Pharmaceuticals,  Ltd..  Godalm- 
ing,  Surrey,  who  market  carbenoxolone 
sodium.  Dr.  Richard  Doll,  and  co- 
workers at  the  Medical  Research  Coun- 
cil statistical  and  gastroenterology 
research  unit  had,  he  said,  shown 
that  large  doses  gave  the  highest 
percentage  of  healed  ulcers,  but  also 
increased  the  risk  of  side  effects 
(weight  gain,  oedema,  hypertension). 
It  had  been  suggested  that  the  simul- 
taneous administration  of  thiazides 
would  prevent  the  side  effects  and  en- 
able the  large  doses  to  be  used  for 
at  least  a  month.  There  was  also  said 
to  be  an  advantage  in  treating  ulcer 
patients  as  out-patients  whilst  they  re- 
mained at  work.  Several  papers  had 
suggested  that  the  probable  mechanism 
of  action  of  the  drug  was  to  produce 
a  thick  layer  of  PAS-staining  mucus 
over  the  surface  of  the  ulcer,  which 
could  protect  the  ulcer  crater  and  aid 
healing.  If  it  were  true  that  gastric 
ulcers  were  caused  by  regurgitation  of 
bile  into  the  stomach,  then  carbenoxo- 
lone sodium,  which  was  absorbed  into 
the  bile,  might  render  it  in  some  way 
less  toxic.  Carbenoxolone  sodium  had 
a  low  overall  toxicity  and  an  anti-in- 
flammatory action  about  one-third  that 
of  hydrocortisone.  The  action  was  in- 
dependent of  the  adrenals,  but  might 
be  related  to  the  pituitary  gland.  The 
anti-diuretic  effect  of  the  drug  seemed 
to  persist  after  adrenalectomy,  suggest- 
ing that  it  might  have  some  aldosterone- 
like  activity. 

Ulcers  Eased 

Other  papers  had  indicated  that  a 
pretreatment  with  carbenoxolone  so- 
dium brought  about  a  marked  reduc- 
tion in  the  incidence  and  severity  of 
experimentally  induced  ulcers  in  ani- 
mals, suggesting  that  the  drug  might 


be  of  value  in  treating  ulcers  caused 
by  aspirin,  steroids  and  phenylbutazone. 

The  fourth  session  had  considered 
Duogastrone.  a  formulation  of  carben- 
oxolone sodium  in  capsules  that  re- 
lease the  drug  at  the  site  of  the  ulcer. 
Three  preliminary  trials  had  been 
favourable  to  the  drug  and  one  incon- 
clusive. In  the  favourable  trials  thirty- 
eight  (76  per  cent.)  patients  out  of 
fifty  had  obtained  full  symptomatic 
relief,  against  only  33  per  cent,  on  oiher 
treatments  or  placebos.  All  the  trials  had 
shown  a  greater  proportion  of  radio- 
logical improvement  with  Duogastrone, 
but  the  papers  had  underlined  the  diffi- 
culty of  conducting  and  assessing  clini- 
cal trials  on  duodenal  ulcers. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

New  Council  inaugurated 

THE  Minister  of  Health  (Mr.  Kenneth 
Robinson),  attended  the  inaugural 
meeting  of  the  new  Health  Education 
Council  on  lanuary  2.  The  Council 
(chairman:  Baroness  Serota)  has  been 
set  up  by  the  Government  to  organise 
the  development  of  health  education 
in  England  and  Wales  and  Northern 
Ireland.  Its  main  functions  are  to  plan 
and  promote  national  programmes  of 
health  education  and  to  assist  in  the 
development  of  local  programmes  in 
co-operation  with  local  authorities, 
professional  organisations,  voluntary 
bodies,  industry  and  commercial  firms. 
The  Council  is  undertaking  research 
into  health  education  technique, 
evaluating  the  results  and  fostering  the 
training  of  staffs  engaged  in  health 
education.  On  April  1  the  Council 
becomes  responsible  for  the  work  at 
present  being  carried  out  by  the 
Central  Council  for  Health  Education 
and  for  certain  aspects  of  the  Minis- 
try's health-education  work.  A  work- 
ing group  has  been  set  up  to  plan 
future  policy  and  programme.  The 
Council  will  comprise  fifteen  members. 
Thirteen  members  have  been 
appointed,  seven  nominated  by  local 
authority  associations,  one  each  by 
the  medical,  dental  and  nursing  or- 
ganisations.

What  doctors  are  reading  about  developments 
in  drugs  and  treatments 

BETAMETHASONE  represents  a 
striking  advance  in  the  management 
of  oral  lichen  planus,  a  condition 
hitherto  "virtually  untreatable,"  accord- 
ing to  a  report  from  Guy's  Hospital 
Medical  School,  London.  The  author 
has  obtained  substantial  or  complete 
improvement  of  oral  lesions  in  twenty 
of  thirty  patients  treated  with  pellets 
each  containing  0-1  mgm.  of  beta- 
methasone (as  the  17-valerate — Betno- 
vate)  dissolved  in  the  mouth  four  times 
a  day.  A  further  seven  patients  showed 
gradual  or  incomplete  improvement.  In 
two  patients  with  mucous  membrane 
pemphigoid  there  was  complete  clear- 
ance of  oral  lesions.  Only  two  patients 
failed  to  show  any  response  after  one 
month's  treatment.  Systemic  effects 
from  the  steroid  were  not  noted  and 
the  only  side  effect  recorded  was  the 
occasional  appearance  of  thrush.  The 
author  has  examined  records  of  the  use 
of  hydrocortisone  pellets,  and  also 
treated  five  patients  in  the  early  part 
of  the  trial.  Only  three  of  eighteen 
patients  had  shown  substantial  im- 
provement in  less  than  six  months 
(B.M.J.,  January  13,  p.  86). 
[Betnovate  pellets  are  not  at  present 
available  commercially.  —  Editor.] 

A  lack  of  safe  antiarrhythmic  drugs 
for  use  in  patients  with  acute  myo- 
cardial infarction,  especially  when 
parenteral  therapy  is  necessary,  has 
been  shown  up  by  the  introduction  of 
units  for  intensive  observation  and  care, 
state  workers  at  St.  Mary's  Hospital, 
London.  They  now  report  the  use  of 
lignocaine  in  fifty-five  patients  suffer- 
ing from  a  variety  of  arrhythmias  and 
are  impressed  by  the  drug's  safety  and 
efficacy.  A  loading  dose  of  1-2  mgm. 
per  kilo  of  body  weight  was  given,  fol- 
lowed by  continuous  intravenous  in- 
fusion (0-1  per  cent,  in  5  per  cent, 
dextrose).  The  treatment  was  parti- 
cularly successful  in  acute  ventricular 
arrhythmias  (notably  after  acute  myo- 
cardial infarction),  during  and  after 
cardiac  surgery,  and  in  treatment  of 


atrial  ectopic  beats.  The  drug's  mechan- 
ism of  action  is  not  known  (B.M.J. , 
January  13,  p.  89). 

Pentagastrin  may  be  given  in  the 
form  of  snuff  when  parenteral  admini- 
stration is  impossible  or  undesirable, 
reports  a  worker  at  Manchester  Royal 
Infirmary.  He  has  found  the  presen- 
tation a  satisfactory  stimulant  of  gastric 
secretion  which  can  also  replace  sul- 
cutaneous  and  intramuscular  adminis- 
tration in  routine  gastric  secretory 
studies.  Possible  therapeutic  applica- 
tions must  await  study  of  the  effects  of 
repeated  long-term  administration  in 
man,  says  the  author,  but  it  may  be 
indicated  in  "gastritis"  or  progressive 
gastric  atrophy  if  the  compound  can  be 
shown  to  exert  a  trophic  effect  on  the 
human  stomach,  particularly  when  the 
stomach  is  diseased  (Lancet,  January 
13,  p.  57).
